PARIS' — The Russians now have good 
reasons for quietly helping American 
pence ma king efforts in Uie Mideast. Western 
officials here point out. 

Soviet influence on prodding Syria lo the 
conference table was one the topics President 
Nixon and Secretary or State Henry Kissinger 
.had'in mind when they discussed the Mideast- 
with Andrei Gromyko. the Russian, foreign 
minister in Washington. 

On a strict dollars-and-ccnts basis. Moscow 
expects to be paid by Egypt for the billions or 
rubles of Soviet weapons used up in the October 
war and now fully rcpluced. 

If Arab-Israel peace is strengthened, the 
Russians can hope for a flow of Persian Gulf oil 
dolla rs to Cairo wher e some of th e money would 
be diverted to pay Russian anus bills. 

Tough luck for Western Europe, because the 
higher-cost Arab oil will be helping to' finance 
So yi e Lwc a ponsde vclopmc n t Jo ng befo re -Jiqw 
anus orders from the gulf nations benefit 
British and French factories'. 
Reopening of the Suez Canal as a result of the 
-Israel-Egypt^pullback— is— an other— bonus— Tor- 
Moscow. The new all-ocean Soviet navy will be 
able to move easily from European waters to

NEW YORK - The drilling 
of hundreds of oil wcuTui'the 
United States has been delayed 
because of a shortage of 
tubular steel, according to the 
independent producers who do 
most of the nation's drilling. 

The government says, 
however, that unusually large 
inventories of tubing are beine * 
maintained by the major bfl 
companies. As a result, it says, 
the independent companies 
cannot obtain what they need. 

Ironically, the squeeze on 
drilling activity comes at a 
time when the major oil
